It Is a 300-Word Cipher Message and Will Not Be Trans- 
lated and Laid Before the President 
Until To-Day.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—After midnight the first of a 300-word code cable- 
gram from Minister Woodford at Madrid, on the De Lome incident, reached the 
State Department, where the officials had anxiously awaited it for 48 hours. Its 
contents are not known. | , 

When the last shects had arrived it was decided not to translate it to-night. 
Early in the morning code experts will take it in charge and translate it so the 
message can be laid before the President at the first possible moment. 

Minister Woodford was to-day peremptorily instfucted-to demand from the 
Spanish Government a disavowal of responsibility for the utterances contained in 
the letter of De Lome to Senor Canalejas regarding the failure of autonomy and 
the duplicity of reciprocal negotiations. 

The State Department, in conveying this information to Gen. Woodford, did 
not equivocate or leave any doubt as to its meaning. He was notified to make it 
plain to Premier Sagasta that the United States would not tolerate the declaration 
advanced by De Lome that autonomy and reciprocity were mere subterfuges for 
gaining time. | 

SPAIN TOLD THAT TIME WAS UP 

Gen. Woodford was notified to obtain assurances of this character and transmit 
them to Assistant Secretary Day. Attention was called to the fact that the usual 
72 hours allowed by diplomatic etiquette for a disavowal of the matter desired had 
now elapsed. 

This dispatch was on its way to Madrid before noon. Upon the nature of the 
reply received depends the seriousness of the situation resulting from De Lome’s 
indiscretions.. It_is not known whether or not the cable received from Woodford 
to-night is a reply to the last cable sent by the State Department. But it is sup- 


posed to be the message for which the President is waiting. 
A failure to make the apology demanded would leave the Administration no al- 
ternative but the severance of diplomatic relations. 
It is still confidently believed that Spain will hasten to offer assurance of 
sincerity. This would leave the Administration but little of glory as its share of 
the incident. A resumption of reciprocal negotiations under such circumstances 
would savor of hypocricy. The extreme anxiety manifested to hear something 
definite from Gen. Woodford is due to a desire to formulate a future policy toward 


Spain which will compensate for the prestige lost by neglecting to send De Lome 


his passports. ‘ 
WOODFORD ENTIRELY TOO SLOW. 


The feeling of indignation toward the Minister is growing and is ill-concealed 
by the officals. They fear that he hag not appreciated the gravity of the situation. 
They are unable to determine until his report is received whether Woodford may 
not be more to blame than the Madrid authorities for not having already disavowed 
responsibility for the utteraaces of De Lome. 

The remarks in to-day’s dispatches to the Post-Dispatch about child’s play in 

the diplomatic branch of this Government seem doubly justified to-night. 
There is developing a fear that Woodford has failed to apprehend the exceed- 
ing gravity of the delay in giving this country complete satisfaction. His noted 
urbanity may have led“him to be over-urbane in presenting the demand for De 
Lome’s immediate recall, and it is conceived that Senor Gullon may have led 
oe Woodford into the impression that Spain was exceedingly sorry for. the af- 
air. 


DISCLAIMER MUST BE IN WRITING. 


Such assurances are common in conversation, but the United States wants 
such a disclaimer in writing, so there canbe no doubt about it. While Gen. Wood- 
ford, by grandiloquent exnressions of amity, may have given the impression that 
we had no fault to find with the manner of De Lome’s taking off, it is authorita- 
tively stated that no action of his can preclude the United States from securing 
such essurances from Sagasta as would prevent the rupture of diplomatic relations: 

Not one word reached the State Department from Woodford since night be- 
fore last until this morning. He has been reprimanded two or three times before 
for delay in communicating on matters of importance. If Woodford at first la- 
bored under the impression that the Administration will be satisfied with the ac- 
ceptance of De Lome’s resignation his mind has been disabused of that conceit.

considers the Dupuy. De Lome incident completely terminated. They also insist 
‘that De Lome has not been recalled, but that his resignation was simply accepted 
without any foreign pressure, as the whole matter was settled several hours before 
United States Minister Woodford called on the Minister of Foreign Affairs to pre- 
sent the note of the American Government. . 

Senor Sagasta stated to the Post-Dispatch correspondent to-day: “Probabl 
Dupuy De Lome wrote the letter to Senor Canalejas after the Presidential vibe sag 
because he felt disappointed in that some parts of that document did not anewer 
his forecasts and expectations, as he had previously told us that the President 
would be even more favorable to Spain than he showed himself in his message 
anyhow, Dupuy De Lome had no business to commit himself by any such offensive 
remarks in a letter to a. simple acquaintance, when, as I repeat, he had remained 
silent and said contrary things to the Government he represented.” 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs expected to hand to-day to the Minister of 
Colonies a full report embodying an opinion on the preliminary basis of a treaty 
of commerce between Spain, Cuba and the Philippines on the one side and the 
United States on the other. 

Both Senors Gullon and Moret express satisfaction at the happy and prompt 
termination of the De Lome incident and the excellent prospects of the treaty ne- 
gotiations.

Thrilling Rescue From a 
Sinking Vessel, 


SAVED BY THE LINER ST. LOUIS. 


THE DUTCH VESSEL VEENDAM 
HAD STRUCK AN OLD WRECK 
AND WAS SINKING FAST. 


THE ST. LOUIS HOVE IN SIGHT; 


And in a High, Wild Sea Took the 
Veendam Passengers Aboard 
in Life Boats. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—The American Liner 
St. Louis res@ued the passengers and crew 
of the Dutch liner Ve®@ndam in midocean 
soon after midnight on Feb. 7 and reached 
port to-day with them. Thgre were 212 
men, women and children snatched from a 
horrible death, as the Veendam was fast go- 
ing to the bottom when the St. Louis aove 
in sight. 

She had struck a submerged wreck. 

Storieg of daring rescues have thrilied.men 
in ‘all ages and ever will, but seldom will 
there be one told that deserves more of pic- 
turesqué word painting than that of the 
brave officers and crew of these two ships. 
|The good of the land will no doubt find a 
lesson in the wreck as showing that good 
angels will ever send ships to the rescue 
if there be deserving in need, but the ir- 
reverent’ cut it short and say again that 
the ‘‘Lord is good to the Dutch.” 

Capt. G. Stenger, commander of the Veen- 
dam, gives the following’ acceunt of the 
accident to his ill-fated vessel] and “of the 
rescue: 

“The Veendam left Rotterdam on Feb. 3 
in my command with a general cargo 
valued at about $400,000, nine cabin passen- 
gers, 118 steerage passengers and a crew of 
8 men. We were bound for this port in 
rough weather. 

“On Feb. 6 the wind lost a trifle of its 
force, and the sea was runmng in long, high 
swelis. A few minutes after 5 o’clock I 
noticed a few scattered signs of wreckage. 
There was a very little daylight left and 
I could not make out distinctly the char- 
acter of the floating material. It did not 
seem to amount to much, otherwise the 
course of the steamer would have been al- 
tered to keep clear of it. 

‘‘At 5:17 o’clock ‘the steamer, while going 
12 knots an hour, struck acmnettas heavy; 
the next instant there was a grinding noise 
under the stern, as if some giant hand were 
tearing it open. Then the shaft began to 
race and we knew it was broken, We were 
then in latitude 49.35 North, and longitude 
2.01 West. 'which is about 600 miles west 
of the Irish cast. 

“Investigation showed a large hole in the 
stern about 11 feet below the water line. 
Instantly I ordered the steam pumps put 
to work and sent the crew to the. hand 
pumps. In ten minutes I saw that weter 
was making faster than we could pump 
it out. Then I knew we were In a perilous 
condition. 

“To clm the passengers @48.much as pes- 
sible I had dinner served at-the usual hour. 
Naturally they were nervous and fright- 
ened. But there Was nothing approaching 
a panic. I told the women to go to bed 
with the children, and while few of them 
did so, it made them believe that the dan- 
ger was not so very great. To keep the 
men quiet I formed a bucket brigade. They 
bailed out the water in buckets, but they 
didn’t accomplish much. They were kept 
busy and were prevented from alarming 
themselves and ‘the others and that was 
the main thing. Others of the men passen- 
gers I put to work on the hand pumps to 
relieve the crew and:they did good work. 

“In the second hour the water began to 
creep into the engine-room and from there 
into the boiler-room. Forward of this it 
could not go because of the watertight bulk- 
heads. 

“Up on deck I kept a number of the ship's 
officers and men to mirigle ‘vith the chil- 
dren and women passengers and quiet them. 
The hard work that the men had to do 
kept them from making trouble, Several 
times we tried to get down to the break In 
the ship’s stern to discover the actual ex- 
tent of the injury, but without success. 
The water poured in at such a terrific rate 
that it seemed the gap must have been as 
large as an ordinary doorway. -There was 
no possible way of getting at it to close it 
up from the inside and as it was eleven feet 
below the water’s surface on the outside it 
could not be reached in that way. At the 
rate the water was pouring in I knew that 
any accident of the pumps would mean the 
foundering of the ship in short time. 

“Long before this I ordered blue fire to be 
burned as a signal of distress. At minute 
intefvals I also had Slue rockets fired off in 
the hope of attracting the attention of some 
passing vessel. We were right in the line 
of transatlantic traffic, and I knew that if 
we could keep the ship afloat for a dozen 
hours at the most some craft would sight 
us and come to our rescue. This knowledge 
gave me confidence in the situation; ‘he 
officers and crew had the same confidence, 
and the passengers were affected by fr. 

“The flare of the blue fire and the #hoot- 
ine of; the rockets frightened the women, 
bur tHe ndvelty of it all interested the 
children, particularly the very young ones, 
he did not know any better. On the whole, 
the passengers behaved splendidly. Of 
course, there were hysterical women, who 
wept and cried, and a few of the men were 
almost as bad, but I put these latter into 
the hold, where the work of passing the 
buckets was thé hardest. In their fright 
they worked with a frenzy that was very 
good for them, : 

“All of the passengers who were not 
working I kept in the forward end of the 
ship, away from the actual scene of excite- 
ment. Several of the Hollanders had dressed 
themselves in three, four sit five dresses 

1-'¢@ themselves peacefu on the sa- 
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“All hands were wong: oe: anxious at 
the end of the next hour, the seventii since 
the accident. I counted upon being able to 
keep the ship afloat until 4 or 5 o'clock Mon- 
day morning, and then if rescue failed to 
come we would have to take to the beats. 
We had ten of them which would have been 
more than ample for all hands and for pro- 
visions enough to carry us through several 
The boats were .all in good shape, 
and our condition was not as desperate as 
it might have been. ‘ 

“At 1 o’clock Monday morning the men 
were showing signs of exhaustion, They 
had been working like horses. for nearly 
eight hours, with only brief snatcheg of 
rest and even in these they busied them- 
selves in running to the women and chil- 
dren to quiet them. Many of the women 
had spent part of the night packing ther 
belongings and surround ng themselves with 
all kinds of luggage. They seemed to think 
that when rescue came, they would be -per- 
mitted to take everything with them. There 
Was no use in righting this fallacy, as it gave 
them something to do. 

‘At 1:30 o’clock the lookout called out the 
welcome news that the lights of a large 
steamer were observed, bearing about east 
and south of us. Ilordered a whole bunch 
of rockets to be set WY, and the next instant 
saw tthat the steamer had altered 
course and was bearing down directly 
us. 

“The men passengers began to cheer and 
started to leave the pumps, but the officers 
told them the ship was several miles off, 
and that it would be several hours before 
all hands could be safely taken off. That 
brought them back to the pumps again, and 
they worked like steam engines. In a few 
minutes the stranger was abeam of us, 
about one-fourth of a mile to the windward. 
I signalled thet we ‘were in distress and 
asked to have our passengers and crew 
taken off. 

“In a few minutes a boat came within 
hailing distance. I learned that the stran- 
ger was the St. Louis and that Capt. Ran- 
dle would send more boats if I signalled for 
them. I gave the signals and Mr. Seagrave, 
in charge of the boat alongside, came up 
under our lea and with some difficulty got 
a line forward and aft. 

‘‘Without delay we at once started to 
transfer the passengers. I ordered that only 
the children should go in the first boat. 
The first to go over the side was a baby of 
six months, Its mother had bundled it into 
half a dozen dresses and cloaks. I fastened 
a rope under its arms and about its bod# 
and lowered it carefully into the arms of 
Mr. Seagrave. Other children were put in 
rapidly, while the mothers stood near the 
raik yelling advice and weeping. In ten 
minutes the boat was full of crying young- 
sters and starting on its way to the St. 
Louis. 

“The boats came thick and fast after that 
—thiee from the St. Louis and one of our 
own, which had been lowered. Eleven 
trips in all were made by the four boats. 
The last boat load, consisting of the officers 
of the Veendam and a few of the crew, 
left at 4:53 a. m.—three hours after the first 
boat load had left. I had the pumps kept 
going almost to the end. 

“Just before I left the ship I piled up a 
lot of furniture in the saloon, poured oil 
over it and the surrounding woodwork and 
set fire to it. I wanted to destroy the ves- 
sel, so she would not be a menace to navi- 
gation. 

‘There were 17 feet of water in the hold 
when I-left. The ship was burning fiercely 
when I last saw her, and I think she must 
have gone to the bottom before daylight.”’ 

First Officer Thomas G. Seagrave of the 
St. Louis told a thrilling story of the rescue. 
He commanded the first boat from the 8t. 
Louis to reach the Veendam and took the 
first boatload of the Veendam’'s passengers 
to the St. Lou's, and also the last. ‘‘As 
soon as we had spoken the Veendam,” said 
he, ‘the Captain of the St. Louls ordered 
away the first boat, 

‘‘T called for volunteers from the crew. 
Kight men stepped forward and we put to 
sea. The sea was heavy and at times we 
could not see either boat. We reached the 
Veendam without shipping any watet, and 
hailing Capt. Stenger of the Veendam, tol 
him to burn blue lights for more boats. 

Capt. Stenger and the ship’s doctor stood 
at the rail of the Veendam. Lines were 
thrown to us and were made fast at the 
bow and stern of* our boat, 

“A sling was mae’ om the Veendam and

“Tt had not taken us more than seven min- 
utes to reach the Veendam from the Str. 
Louis. There was little excitement aboard 
the Veendam and Capt. Stenger, who stood 
at the rail himself, personally tied the ropes 
under the arms of each passenger and slung 
them over the rail. 

‘The steerage passengers were taken 
first. We waited until a sea raised us al- 
most level with the rail of the Veendam 
and then I caught in my arms the first 
passenger from the Veendam. “It was a 
baby 6 months old, wrapped up in I don't 
know what, and trying like mad. 

“Then other children followed, 
had 20 of them, Then they began to send 
the women over. The first woman screamed 
as she was hoisted over the side into our 
boat. 

“In fact

“Our first boat load had five women and 
% chi'dren, mostly babies. 

‘‘We passed them aboard the St, Louis in 
the same way they were handed us from 
the Veendam—in a sling. I made four trips 
Perfect order was preserved on ihe Veen- 
dam.’’ 

First Officer Seagrave ts a magnificent 
specimen of physical manhood, about 33 
years old and very fine looking, He is a 
New Englander and has been at sea most of 
his life.; When he was only 18 years old 
he took part in the rescue of the crew of a 
ship which was on fire off Cape Horn. 

While there was no panic at any time the 
steerage passengers were beet scared. 

Passengers and crew lost all of their be- 
longings, The condition of the tmm! nts 
on arriving here was pitiable. Of the 11K, 
70 were detained at the barge office by tm- 
migration officials on the ground that they 
were likely to become public charges, 
Their all had gone down with the Veen- 
dam. The 79 unfortunates will probably be 
returned to Rotterdam,

President E. G. Pauld- 
ing of th® Marquette Club opened the exer- 
cises with a brief address and then intro- 
duced Congressman Bottelle of Illinois, 
who spoke on “Chicago—A Political Storm 
Center.”

Flatte did not sooth the 
living ear of Lincoln. He was not unappre- 
Ciative of friendship, not without am- 
bition to be esteemed; but the overmaster- 
ing and dominant thought of his life was toe 
be useful to his country and to his coun- 
trymen. 

No college of arts had opened to his 
struggling youth. He had been born in @ 
cabin and reared among the unlettered. He 
was a fail-splitter, a flatboat man, -a 
country lawyer. Yet in all these condi- 
tions and associations he was a leader-—at 


‘the rail-spliting, in the rapids, at the bar, | 


in story-telling. 

In the broad common sense way in which 
he did small things he was larger than 
any situation in which life had placed him. 
Europe did not know him. To the South 


Y and not a few in the Northern States he 


was an uncouth jester, an ambitious up- 
start, a reckless disturber. He was hated 
by the South, not only for his principles, 
but for himself. The son of the cavalier, 
the man who felt work to be a stain, de- 
spised this son of the people this child of 
toil. 

He was distinguished from the abolition 
leaders by the fairness and Kindliness with 
which he judged the South and the slave- 
holders. He was opposed to human slavery, 
not because some maeters .were cruel, but 
because upon reasons that Kindness to the 
slave did not answer “‘all men” included the 
black man. Liberty is the law of nature, 
The human enactment cannot pass the lim- 
its of the State; God’s law embraces crea- 
tion. 


Mr. Lincoln had faith In time, and time 
has justified his faith. If the panorama of 
the years from 61 to '6& could have been 
unorlled before the eyes of hia countrymen, 
would they have said—would he have said 
—that he was adequate for the great occa- 
sion? And yet, as we look back over the 
story of the civil war, he igs revealed to us 
standing above all men of that epoch, In 
his capacts, and adaptation to the duties 
of the presidency. 2 fe 

Mr. Lincoln loved the “plain people,”’ out 
of whose ranks he came, but not with a 
class love He never pandered to ignorance 
or sought applause - appeals to prejudice. 
The equality of men in F-ghts and burdens; 
justice to all, a government Dy all the peo-, 

le, for all the people, was his thought—no 

avoritism in enactment or adminstration 
—the general good. 

He had the love of the masses and he 
won it fairly, not ve art or brick, He could, 
therefore, admonish and restrain with au- 
thority. He was & man who could apoek 
to all men and be heard. Would ere 
were more such, There is greet need of 
men now who c be hear th he

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STORY OF 


THE BARRIOS FAMILY. 


A Record of Plotting, Fighting, Political and Financial 


Success and Assassination. 
JOSE MARIA REYNA BARRIOS. 


The murder of Jose Marie Reyna Bar- 


rios, President of Guatemala, last Wednes- 
day, is the latest in a most remarkable 
series of assassinations. It was the last 
of three deliberate murders. All of the as- 
sassinated men were of the highest im- 
portance in Guatemalan affairs, two being 
Presidents of the Republic and the third 
the country’s wealthiest and most pro- 
gressive private citizen. 

Each of the murdered men was related 
by birth or marriage to the other, and one, 
notwithstanding family ties, was directly 
responsible for the killing of another, 

The assassination brings forcibly to th: 
attention of the public for the first time 
the romance of two wonderful women and 
their exalted ambitions which, if fulfilled, 
would have put them on an equality with 
queens. 

The first of the assassinations was that 
of President Justo Rufino Barrios, who, 
known as “The Dictator,’’ was for ll yéars 
the absolute head of the Guatemalan Gov- 
ernment. He was the first of the house of 
Barrios to take charge of the country’s af- 
fairs. He was killled in April, 1885. 

The second assassination was that of 
Senor Don Juan Aparicio, Jr., brother of 
the wife of President Rufino Barrios. He 
was shot by order of President Reyna Bar- 
rfos, nephew of the former murdered Presi- 
dent, in September, 1897. 

The third assassination was that of Presi- 
dent Reyna Barrios himself, which occurred 
last Wednesday evening. 

Romance runs in the Barrios veins, Ru- 
fino Barrios, a handsome goldier of great 
fame, became master of Guatemala early in 
the seventies. He was a bachelor then, bu 
romance lay dormant within him. He h 
been President but two years when, while 
visiting Quezaltenango, in the highlands of 
Guatemala, he chanced to see a beautiful, 
dark-eyed, 13-year-old girl, a pupil in the 
Convent of the Sacred Heart. 

This convent girl was Francesca Aparicio, 
Gaughter of Senor Juan Aparicio, now a mil- 
lionaire merchant in New York, head of one 
of that city’s most prominent firms in the 

uth and Central American trade. The 
tender passions of the President were 
aroused for the first time. He fell in love 
with the school girl and demanded her hand 
in marriage without olay, 

The father insisted that his daughter was 
too young, so the wedding ceremony was de- 
layed, but when the girl ‘was barely 15 
years old she became the President's bride. 

At the time of the betrothal Francesca’s 
brother, Juan, the man ‘who was assassin- 
ated last fall, was arrested and cast into 
prison. This, as explained later, was on ac- 
count of a mistaken guspicio but the pro- 
cedure gave rise toa story which was wide- 
ly circulated, to the effect that it was a 
result of the anger of President Barrios at 
the refusal of his demand for a speedy mar- 
riage, his object being to force the father’s 
consent. 

Upon his marriage. Gen. Barrios imme- 
diately translated his young wife to a po- 
eition of politica) and social eminence. Fe 
loved her passionately. He wag immensely 
wealthy and showered the gifts of fortune 
in her lap. |

While Reyna Barrios was Vice-Presiden 
of Guatemala he excited the jealousy of 
President Barillas and was cast into the 
military prison. At the demand of Supreme 
Council of War he was liberated and #0 
in exile. That was in 1886. 

He went directly to San Francisco. From 
there he made an extended tour of the Un! 
ted States. In New Orleans he met Mist 
Algerie Benton, a beautiful American gif 
in humble circumstances. Barrios took his 
fiance to New York where he married her 
ll years ago. Like the wife of Barrios’ fa- 
mous uncle the controlling principle of the 
beautiful young American wife was am- 
bition for great power. She wags ambitious 
to be a ruler’s wife, and soon after the wed- 
ding the husband began making overtures 
to end his exile. ie was soon back in 
Guatemala, and in 1892 wag elected to suc- 
ceed Barillas as President of the Republic. 
All that time the new President was very 
rich and was steadily growing wealthier. 
Heads of Southern Republics have a way of 
amassing wealth, and placing it for safe 
keeping out of their country, and at the 
abrupt close of his nearly six years rule last 
week, he left his wife in possession of es- 
tates which make her one of the wealthies 
women of Central America. She was the 
ambitious poor American girl. 

The new President h not been in‘of- 
fice a year before circ were secretly 
distributed denouncing both President Bar- 
rios and his wife, the latter being boldly 
characterized as too ambitious ont 
“interloping American.” 

Following the circulation of this secret 
circular came a remarkable series of per- 
secutions and attempted as nations of 
both President Barrios and his fe seldom 
equaled in history. On at least two occa- 


once a plot to blow up the President’s resi- 
dence with dynamite was frustrated. An- 
other time while watching an exhibition of 
target practice a bullet passed within an 
inch of the President’s head, and it was 
claimed to be @ covert attempt at assas- 
sination. 
. Neither Barrios nor this wife appeared in 
public unguarded. 
During all this danger the courage of the 
pluckly American girl never wavered. 
Barrios filled the prisons with his enemies. 
One of the most important of these pris- 
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little convent girl was ambitious for a 
we. Then came a series of intrigues and 
ars. 

Finally, in 1885, came the grand coup of 
Rufino, by which he sought to make him- 
self master of Central America. By skill- 
ful diplamacy Guatemala, Salvador and 
onduras seemed practically united, and 
there remained only Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica to conquer. He determined to thrash 
these two countries into unification. In 
the spring of 1885 the General assembled his 


-army of 20,000 men on the plains about Guat- 


emala City, proclaimed the unification and 
appointed himself Dictator. There was a 
great fete that day and at night there was 
@ grand special performance at the opera 
house. Guatemala before or since has never 
seen such a magnificent spectacle. 

That very night Salvador sulked and re- 
fused to come into the union. Infuriated, 
Gen. Barrios marched, and the Salvadorian 
army was routed a few months later. A 
Salvadorian sharpshooter saw President 
Barrios and shot him dead. It was the last 
act of the assassin’s life for he fell at once, 
riddled by Guatemalan bullets. 

Gen. Barillas, the Vice-President, suc- 
ceeded Rufino Barrios as President. Reyna 
was made Minister of War. Later, Reyna

It wag stated at the time that he 
was shot because he refused to give moral 
and financial aid to Barrios. The ard 
who shot - him was immediately killed by an 
enraged citizen. A big price had been eet 
upon Barrios. While walking in front of 
his palace at 8 o'clock in the evening he 
was shot and instantly killed. He was ac- 
companied, as usual, by two military of- 
ficers. When attempting to escape the as- 
sassin was shot down by the President's 
staff and died immediately.

Aerial Navigator. 


RESULT OF YEARS OF STUDY. 


SAYS HIS AIRSHIP WILL FLY AT 
THE RATE OF SIXTY 
MILES AN HOUR, 


IS CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 


All He Wants Is an Angel to Pay for 
Building a Ship Which He 
Hopes to Sell to the 
Government. 


Michael McKenna, a St. Louls mechanio, 
believes he has solved the problem of aerial 
navigation. 

He has made plans for an airship that he 
declares will successfully meet every test 
proposed and make air journeys not only 
possible, but devoid of danger. 

So confident of success is he that he hase 
advertised for capital to construct a ship 
for a Government test. He has no model 
and says time ‘would be wasted in making 
one. A practical ship is what he wants for 


an air voyage to Washington. - 
“It may seem strange that I claim suc- 


cess without practical experiment,”’ said 
Mr. McKenna, “but for 16 years I have la- 
bored on paper and have made dozens of 
plans. Some of these have been tested and 
were proven worthless. All experiments in 
this line I have studied carefully and noted 
the defects. One by one I have overcome 
these and my machine will be without a, 
w.? 


aw. 

“It will take $6000 or $7000 to construct ! 
but {f we raise five feet from the groun 
there wilf remain no doubt of geuccessful 
aerial navigation, With my improved 
wings or fans and powerful drivers I shall 
be able to attain any height and a forward 
speed of at least 6 miles per hour. 

‘‘My boat will be about 60 feet long; exact 
dimensions must be determined later. In 
shape it will resemble an ordinary craft, 
with the exception that the rudder will be 
in im and the deck but eight feet in 
width. 

“The framework will be of steel, and the 
material of the sides, bowsprit and masts 
of the lightest wood and tin. The rudder, 
wings and drivers will be made of wire net- 
ting covered with rubber. 

“Extending outward and ranging along 
the entire length of the ship will be the 
wings, movable at the forward ends, per- 
mitting tilting, which will regulate the as- 
cent and descent. 

“Half way to the top of each of the six 
12-foot masts will be a set of my secret 
wings to raise the craft. From the stern 
will project two 8-foot drivers resembling 
ocean-going vessels‘ propellers. Naptha en- 
gines in the hold will keep these at from 
two hundred and fifty to five hundred rev- 
olutiong per minute, giving all the force 
necessary to drive the vessel forward.

He 
said he was actuated by his feelings and 
several facts, among them that he had 
learned that one of the members of the 
courtmartial had said that a secret docu- 
ment had been communicated. 

On the resumption of the trial, M. Rance, 
@ prominent Newspaper man, testified that

FHE MYSTERY OF GRAVITATION. 

In Saturday's Post-Dispatch a brief illustrated 
article appeared showing that when plants are 
grown in receptacles fastened to the rim of a 
rapidly revolving wheel, the shoots and leaves 
grow towards the cénter and the roots away 
from the center of revolution. This is remark- 
able as showing the influence of centrifugal 
motion upon growth.

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THE SPOILS PROGRAMME. 

Councilmen Thuner and Kratz have put them- 
selves on record as determired to strangle in 
committee the merit system amendmento the 
city charter. They refuse to permit the people to 
vote on the amendment because they want, the 
spoils system to continue and because they are 
afraid that the people will abolish it in favor of 
the merit system. 

Light has been thrown by the Post-Dispatch 
on the determination of ‘these officials to prevent 
the people from getting an opportunity to secure 
a system by which city employes will be chosen 
on @ basis of fitness. 

In a statement of the increase of offices and of 
salaries in the municipal government the Post- 
Dispatch showed that the payroll has been in- 
creased within two years by $306,342. 

It was shown that the cost of the City Hall 
through the increase of offices and through in- 
competence and jobbery has been doubled over 
the original estimate, A building planned to 
cost $1,000,000 will cost $2,000,000. 

It was shown that when the city was with- 
out funds to build or to clean streets, the Street 
Department was reorganized purely in the in- 
terest of the spoils machine at a grea} increase 
of expenses for new offices.. 

In conjunction with the *smothering of. the 
merit system amendment these spoilsmen pro- 
pose to submit to the people amendments ex- 
pected 'to enable the administration to raise $20,- 
000,000 for public improvements. 

In the light of the record exposed by the Post- 
‘Dispatch is there cause for wonder that the 
spoilsmen are determined to strangle the merit 
system? 

In the light of the facts concerning the man- 
ner in which the public funds are absorbed by 
politicians and jobbers is the eagerness of the 
spoilsmen to control the expenditure of vast 
sums for public work occasion for wonder? 

In the'light of past experience is there ground 
for doubt as to the effect the control of millions 
for public works in the hands of machine poli- 
ticlans would have on the municipal payrolls?

Thanks to Judge Murphy ani Others the Butterine 


Law Is Ineffective. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb, 12.—Secretary J. R. Rippey 
of the Missouri State Board of Agriculture said 
to-day regarding the enforcement off the butterine 
law: “It seems that we are getting but litile re- 
sults this season. We have inspectors for both 


St. Louis and Kansas City, whose duties are to 
collect suspected samples, have them analyzed and 
secure evidence against those violating the law. 
This has been done with such énergy and prompt- 
ness that a great number of cases are néw on hand 
ready to be presented to the courts by the pros- 
ecutors of these cities. In Kaneas City a number 
of cases were tried in justice courts before juries. 
The evidence offered by the State was unques- 
tioned. The law in all material points has been 
sustained by the Supreme Court. No evidence was 
offered by the defense in rebuttal, but the jury 
found for the defense. ‘Commercial politics’ has 
been talked of so much recently that some sug- 
gested the idea that these might be ‘commercia! 
verdicts.’ I can only say the character of the evi- 
dence was such that a verdict for defense was 
unaccountable. We will now try the Kansas City 
criminal courts, and, if necessary, employ special 
counsel and await results. In St. Louls we were 
completely knocked out in Judge Murphy’s court. 
So far I have no Official statement of the Judge's 
rulings, but am informed that attorneys for the 
State declare them. untenable, and if .persisted in 
it will be uselegs,to file further cases {ir his court.”’ 
Secretary Rippey declares with much- emphasis 
‘that the board will continne this fight to a finish 
and demonstrate the fact that violators of law 
can be punished in the cities or that the State is 
powerless to enforce its statutes. The duties of 
the Board of Agriculture, under the butterine act, 
are to detect violators, analyze samples and fur- 
nish necessary evidence upon which an action may 
be based. It Ig then expected that the ordinar 
avenues for the enforcement of the statutes wil) 
be sufficiert. If these means fail we will resort to 
such measures @s may be afforded and that will 
romise more Satisfactory results. We will con- 
tinue to collect sampies, obtain evidence, prepare 
cases and take such other action as may be war- 
ranted under the butterine law, to the end that 
the consumer may know what he is eating, that 
the purchaser may not ¥.. deceived and that pure 
bitter and imitation compounds may be sold on 
their respective merite. The butterine law has

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ARMOUR HAD TO HUSTLE. 


He Is Now Paying Back Wheat He Borrowed 
to Pay Leiter. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—There is new light on the 
battle between Armour and Leiter last December 
and on the present movement of spring wheat to 
Minneapolis, which has puzzled the trade from 
Chicago to London. 

It is claimed that Mr. Armour is filling another 
contract, chiefly with Mr. Peavey of Minneapolis 
The story is this: 

When the Armour forces were working as never 
before last December to bring wheat to Chicago 
from Minneapolis aad Duluth to till short sales 
to Joseph Leiter, Mr. Armour became a borrower, 
He did not borrow at the banks. He borrowed 
wheat. He took wheat already on hand at central 
markets from Mr. Peavey and others and entered 
into a bond to replace the wheat before a certain 
date. 

It is claimed that the guaranty for the furnish- 
ing of the wheat at the time specified was a check 
representing about $3,000,000. 

The never-ending run of wheat to Minneapolis 


for six long weeks after best judges in the trade 
said the receipts were at an end is now explained 
by Armour’s efforts to fill his contract with Mr.

PLEA FOR THE INDIAN, 


Chief Ishparhecher Declares the Creeks 
‘Are Oppressed. 


MUSCOGEE, I. T., Feb. 12.—Chief Ish- 
parhecher of the Creek Nation has issucd 
a proclamation dealing with the recent ac- 
tion of the Secretary of the Interior for- 
bidding the appropriation by the Creek 
Council of money to pay attorneys to resist 
the operation of the recent act of Congress, 


abolishing the tribal courts and conferring 
complete jurisdictiom on the United States 
Court. He says: 

‘The United States Government has by its 
late acts of Congress abrogated the treaties 
heretofore made with the Indians of the 
Indian Territory, disregarding their wishes 
and ignoring their treaty rights. I feel that 
this is an assumption of power unauthorized 
by the organic laws of the American Union 
and simply a déclaration of war. which 
would be resisted as such if such treat- 
ment were attempted against the similar 
rights of any nation other than the weak, 
defenseless tribes ofethe Indian Territory. 
In other words, it is a challenge of power 
without affording the Indian any weaponf 
of defense, The Indian is simply a target 
to stand up and be shot down. 

‘Is it fair that the Creeks shall be de- 
nied the use of their money to use as they 
please. Are they not free born and en- 
titled to the exercise of the rights guarian- 
teed to a free people? Yet we, the Creeks, 
are depied the use of the means nevessary 
to protect our rights in the,gcourts cf the 
United States. Thus it seems that we, the 
Creeks, have no rights of self-control and 
are to be dealt with as little children only."

Deputy Marehhal Day could not be found 
last night, but Chlef Deputy Fred Smith 
said he was familiar with the case and that 
the charges were hardly warranted.

An Effort to Prevent the Sale of the 
Water Warks Made as an Off- 
set to the Civil Service 
Movement. 


For three hours yesterday afternoon the 
City Council Committee on Legislation sat 
behind closed doors in the Counci] Chamber 
and discussed the new charter amendments, 

The whole committee, consisting of Chair- 
man Thuner, Kratz and Gast, were amet 
Mr. Thuner suggested that the committee 
should real ten section 6 of the charter 
amendments, Mr. Gast objected and insist- 
ed that there were 19 amendments and the 
committee should make a report on all of 
them, It did not matter to Mr. Gast what 
the report was, but he believed that the 
committee owed it to the voters of St. Louls 
to be advised in this matter, 

The first clause relates to civil serv- 
Ice 4 and provides that the merit 
yg shalll be enforced in all municipal 
offices, 

Mr. Gast said he thought the people 
should be allowed to vote on this proposi- 
tion, and if they were in favor of it, he did 
not think it laid within the power of three 
members of the City Council to say to 65,000 
voters what should be the law. 

Mr. Thuner thought the question of public 
improvement was more important than of- 
ficial merit; and Mr. Kratz readily seconded 
his motion that the committee would ignore 
the merit system amendment and discuss 
only the question of public iprovements. 

Chairman Thuner was asked the direct 
question if he would recommend to the 
Council a popular vote on the civil service 
amendment. 

‘“‘No; I will not. I’m opposed to civil serv- 
ice and it does not belong in any govern- 
ment except an absolute monarchy, such as 
Russia and other despotisms, where the 
people have no voice in their affairs. 

“IT will be glad if the Post-Dispatch would 
correct an error that it printed last Thurs- 
day in regard to what I really think of 
civil service reform. Probably I did not 
make myself plain, but whether T did or 
not, I want to say now that, under no con- 
ditions, would I ever indorse civil gervice 
reform as proposed in our charter, From 
years of experience in the system, I feel 
justified in prerouncing it a faiure.’’ 

Mr. Kratz stood by and heard what Mr. 
Thuner said, and with a slap on the ehoul- 
der he exclaimed: 

“My dear fellow, I did not think you were 
such a speechmaker.”’

MRS. SADIE BERRY 
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AMES BERRY, “the millionaire 
| tramp,”’ has been dead a month, but 

his body is denied even a pauper’s 
burial. The eager medical students come 
with their whetted knives, but they are 
beaten back from the withering corpse. It 
is held as a hostage. : 

The undertaker who embalmed it has not 
been paid. He says the body shall not be 
buried until he gets his money. If he keeps 
his word the tramp millionaire’s body may 
never know the rest of the grave. 

The undertaker was to have been paid 
from the proceeds of the sale of Berry’s 
jewelry. It is now claimed there was” no 
jewolry. His wife believes there was and 
will not pay the bill. His wealthy brother 
will not pay it. His friends will not pay it. 

The embalmed body lies in a pine box at 
the undertaking establishment of M. Nance 
at Paducah. The morbid crowd comes, the 
pine board covering is removed. The crowds 
Jook at “‘it,’’ shudder and go away and other 
crowds come to look. f 

Death never proved its right fo the title of 
the great leveler as it did when it struck 
down James Berry. The millionaire has be- 
come poorer than the pauper. The body 


which was clothed in purple and fine linen 
in life is denied the common necessity of a 
winding sheet in death. The living spent 
money like a prince and showered rich pres- 
ents on all his friends. His friends will not 
spend $55 to give decent burial to the dead. 

There is only one particular in which 
Berry dead may be likened to Berry living, 
The living Berry was a show. The dead 
Berry is still a show. 

Early New Year’s morning Berry was 
found near the wharf at Paducah, with his 
leg broken, He was taken to a hotel. Dropsy 
developed and he died January 17. 

The body was embalmed. Mrs. Berry di- 
rected Undertaker Nance to bury it and 
' said he would be paid from the proceeds of 
the gale of Berry's effects.

The undertaker held the body. He is still 
holdingNt and his shop is the resort of the 
curious. 

The Louisville medical colleges have used 
every effort to obtain the body and have 
even made formal demand on the under- 
taker under the State law, which provides 
that the bodies of all paupers. shall be 
turned over to the medical colleges when 
demand is made for them. The undertaker 
refuses to give it up, however, claiming 
that he had a lien on it on account of his 
services. 

Berry’s trunk, which contains his papers, 
which consist principaliy of letters asking 
for money, is still in the hands of the pro- 
prietor of the New Richmond Hotel. 

Berry was never a hobo. He was never 
a millionaire. The sum total of his wealth 
on the most prosperous day of his life did 
not greatly exceed $100,000, if indeed it were 
SO great. He was a canny spendthrift. 
When sober he wasted nothing and would 
walk 10 miles to eave railroad fare. When 
drunk he loved display so well that he would 
spend money to achieve it, but he spent 
money even then niggardly. He threw an 
occasional dollar to a bootblack, an occa- 
sional $10 to a cabman, whose fare-he had 
been for a block, and bought drinks for 
a barroom full on occasions, but he haggled 
over matters of small change and drove 
bargains with brass bands when he wanted 
music to honor his prosperity. , 

So canny was he in his most wasteful 
moments that he achieved a national repu- 
tation as a spendthrift on the expenditure 
of $10,000. Anybody who throws away a 
million dollars would become notorious; 
only a genius could gain national fame for 


$10,000. Why, that sum would scarcely buy 
a seat in Congress or endow a hospital bed 
and would only give a library to a very 
6mall town, indeed. 

The true story of Berry’s life and the 
strange circumstances surrounding his 
death is here told for the first time. 

It is told by his wife. She was Sadie 
Miller, the bright and pretty daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. George Miller of Mt. Vernon. 
Berry loved her when he was a poor nur- 
sery agent and had no home to offer her 
and he did not tell his love. Wealth came 
to him. He hurried back from New York 
and,laid it all at her feet. And they were 
married. 

“IT had known Jim three’ years,” Mrs. 
Berry said in a soft, cultivated voice as she 
satin the pretty parlor at her father’s com- 
fortable home. ‘‘He was not a tramp and he 
had never been a tramp. He was an agent 
for a Chicago nursery firm. He traveled of 
course and as his business took him to al- 
most every farm house he generally walked, 
but he was in this vicinity nearly all the 
time. Fruit growers say they never saw 
anybody who could prune trees like he 
could. 

‘“‘A finer man than he was there could not 
be found. He did not/drink and he did not 
squander his money. 

‘Three times he paid his attentions to me. 
He seemed to be quite fond of me, but he 
was diffident and never made a proposal of 
marriage. I always supposed it was be- 
cause he was so much older than I. ; 

“TI had not seen him for some time before 
he came into his inheritance. I was going 
with another young man and we were to 
have been married July 30. Jim had not 
been to his home in New York for 31 years. 
He never told me why he had left. He had 
adopted the name of Mitchell. About the 
Ist of April he met an old friend on a train, 
who told ‘him his parents were dead and a 
fortune awaited him. 

“He went to his old home in Gloversville, 
N./ Y., and found that it was true and he 
was a rich man. 

“He obtained about $50,000 and came back 
to Illinois as quickly as he could. When 
he had seen me last we were living near 
Woodlawn. He sought:me there and not 
finding me came to Mt. Vernon and called 
at our house. 


“He kept coming and finally he asked 
me to be his wife. We were married June 2. 

*“‘He had been drinking and throwing his 
money away before that, but I thought I 
could steady him up. The companions 
which his wealth brought.him, though, had 
greater influence than I over him. It was 
bad associations that spoiled him. If he 
had not fallen under the influence of a few 
unscrupulous men here in Mt. Vernon he 
might be alive and happy now. It was his 
purpose to buy a home and settle down 
here. They got him to drinking. When he 
was sober he was stingy. When he was 
drunk he threw his money away. It was 
to their advantage to keep him drunk. They 
did <a. 

“My husband was persistently robbed. 
He was charged four prices for 
everything when he was drunk. He was 
induced to do things which he would not 
otherwise have done. He bought horses and 
carriages, and rode around at all hours m 
livery rigs. The bills he had to pay were 
enormous. 

“He wasted a lot of money, but he did 
not do half the things the papers said he 
did. He did not spend anything like the 
amount he was said to spend. When he got 
into a saloon crowd he liked to show off, 
and in that way he spent a good deal, but 
I do not believe he spent more than $10.- 
00). Of course there is no telling how much 
the people he fell in with robbed him of 
when he was drunk. 

“I know that he had at least $50,000. It 
was in checks and drafts and money. I 
never counted it, but there was one draft 
for $15,000, several for $5,000 and none for 
less than $1,000. ° 

‘“‘We would: have lived happily together 
if it had not been for his associates here, 
I tried to keep him from wasting his mon- 
ey. They hated me for it. They talked to 
him about tt all the time and said what 
they would do if a woman tried to dictate 
to them how they should spend their mon- 
ev. 

“One man whose influence over him was 
very great said he would get Jim’s money 
at night if he could not get it in the day- 
time, and if I bothered him he would get 
me out of the way. 

“Three times they tried to get me out of 
the way. 


“One evening a man told my brother he 
had heard two others plotting to take my 
life. ‘Dcn’t let your sister leave the house 
to-night,’ the man said. 

‘‘My brother hurried home. He did not tell 
me, but he told my parents. A little while 
after Jim drove up to the door in a carriage 
and came in, He asked me to take a ride 
with him. TItold him I would not go. He sald 
if I did not he would never ‘come back 
again. I said, ‘All right, go.” Hestayed and 
begged me to go. He was so drunk he 
could hardly stand. He became drowsy and 
I put him to bed. I went out and ordered 


the carriage away. 
‘The next morning a colored man came to 


the house. He named two well-known men 
whom the said he had overheard talking over 
the plot to kill me. They had got Jim 
drunk, and at their suggestion he had gone 
to get me and take me riding. 

“They were to lie in wait for the carriage 
outside of town and shoot me. Suspicion 
was to be directed toward the young man 
to whom I had been engaged before mar- 
rying Jim. 

“The colored man ‘had hurried to the house 
the night before as soon as he heard the 
conversation, but the carriage was already 
there and he hid in the weeds and watched 
until I came out and sent the carriage 
away. 

**If you had gone out last night,’ he said 
to me, ‘you would be a dead woman now.’ 

“At another time something was put ina 
glass of water which was offered me. It was 
discolored and had a bitter taste. I gave 
it to two other girls to taste. They no- 
ticed the bitter taste too. 

“The third. time Jim and I were on a 
train. A strange man came and talked with 
him. After he had gone Jim said to me, ‘We 
will get off at the next station.’ I refused 
and he said he would get off himself but he 
didn’t, 

“On July 3I went to St. Louis and brought 
Jim home. July 4 he went up town to get 
Shaved and did not come back. We did not 
live together after that. He came here sev- 
eral times and begged me to live with him 
again. By that time he had been associlat- 
ing with the lowest characters in the town 
and I would not take him back. He filed 
suit for divorce on the ground of my refusal 
to live with him. He left town the day before 
the case was set for hearing. I filed a cross-

bill and also sued for separate maintenance, 
alleging drunkenness and mistreatment in 
both. : 

‘“‘What kind of mistreatment? Every kind. 
He never struck me but he struck at me 
twice. 

“TIT saw him last about three. weeks be- 
fore he papeared at Paducah. He reached 
there Déc. ®. He was ona spree. About 
2 o’clock New Year's morning he started 
down to the landing’ to take a boat up the 
river. He was found lying im front éf the 
Fowler-Crumbaugh boat store. His leg 
was broken in four places below the knee, 
He was carried to the New Richmond Ho- 
tel, where he had been stopping. They say 
down there that he claimed he had fallen 
from the board walk and had not been as- 
saulted. 

“TIT do not think he was assaulted. I do 
not think he died a natural death, though 
I am sure he was robbed. Who did it I do 
not know, but I have strong suspicions. 

“He died Monday, Jan. 17, at 4 o'clock 
in the morning. The authorities here were 
notified to let his people know. They did 
not send word to me, but a lawyer who 
heard the message received came down and 
told me. 


‘Accompanied by Hon. F. G. Blood, I left 
for Paducah that night. I reached there 
Tuesday morning. The body had already 
been taken to the establishment of Under- 
taker Nance and embalmed. I could not 
learn by whose authority it was done. I 
did not see the body. Mr. Blood did. He 
sai® it was terribly swollen and much dis- 
colored, 

‘“‘T gave ordera to the undertaker to com- 
plete the preparations for the funeral. The 
body was to have been buried Wednes- 
day. It rained so hard that day that the 
grave could not be dug. Mr. Blood told me 
it was not necessary for me to remain and 
I went back home Wednesday night. | 

‘The understanding with the undertaker 
was that he should receive his compensa- 
tion from the proceeds of the sale of Jim's 
jewelry and other effects. If they d-d not 
bring enough I was to forward the rest. 

“Dr. Robinson, who was Jim's doctor, had 
had himself appointed administrator. He 
now says there was no jewelry and nothing 
on which to administrate. 
Jim last he had two fine gold watches, a

diamond stud, a diamond ring and four 
gold rings. 

‘‘People down there said he had only three 
gold rings, but all the rest of the jewelry. 
A woman at the hotel told me the jewelry 
was removed from his body after his death. 

“Jim always carried his drafts and money 
in his inside vest pocket.

‘I was not able to see the administrator or 
anybody else connected with the case.

Mr. Blood had an - 
engagement to meet them at the office of . 
Lawyer Lightfoot, who was the administra- 
tor’s counsel. Mr. Blood was on time and 
waited an hour. They did not come. A 
friend of Mr. Blood told him they were 
across the street all the time. 

“Jim must have had $35,000 or $40,000 when 
he died. Where ia it? 

“Tl have had Mr. Blood appointed adminis- 
trator of the estate here. He has been at 
Springfield attending the Legislature ever 
since he was appointed. He is coming back 
this week. He will then go to Paducah 
and to New York and try to get things 
straightened out. Mr. Blood says that from 
what he can learn I will get about $3,009 
from the New York estate, which consists 
of property at Gloversville. 

“The only property he left here was sev- 
eral horses and vehicles.

NEGKO'S CHANGED CONDITION 
LEADS HIM 10 SUICIDE 


DESPONDENT negro attempted to 

commit suicide at Jeffersonville, Ind., 

last week. The infrequency of sui- 
cide among negraes has led to the inquiry: 
“Is there a racial tendency to suicide, or a 
national or racial scale of despondency?”’ 
Several factors operate to render the ratio 
of suicide smaller in the negro than the 
Caucasian race. Negroes are not so highly 
civilized, hence their nerves are not. so 
high strung, their sensibilities are more 
@biunted. Their code of morals is more lax 
among the masses, Loss of moral reputa- 
tion does not make of them social outcasts 
to anything like the extent of the whites, 
and in this respect alone a potent cause 
of suicide is removed. The negro, as a 
race, has not large capital, he is not a 
broker, or banker, or financier or promoter 
of great enterprises, subject to fits of de- 
spondency when reverses overtake him. 
Speaking generally he is not a student. and 


what. may be termed explosive paroxyms 
of violence, which may be either self in- 
flicted, or expended upon another, hence sui- 
cide and murder so often coupled as in the 
case cited where the negro kills his wife 
and then attempts to kill himself. . 

‘In such cases the mind falls into a mor- 
bid state, with impulses, sometimes seem- 
ingly as resistless as a paroxysm of epi- 
lepsy. Love and hate are psychologically, 
closely allied, the mind passing, in states 
of high passion from one extreme to the 
other. As in hysteria laughter changes in 
a moment to tears, so in the condition de- 
scribed the mind passes from love to hate, 
and from the desire to caress to the desire 
to kill. 

“The negro showed less propensity toward 
suicide in the days of slavery, and the sia- 
tistics reveal him as less prone to insanity 
before he acquired freedom. The connec- 
tion between suicide and insanity is ap-

IT DOES NOT PAY AN ALIENISTTOBE - 
WIDELY KNOWN AS A CRIMINOLOGIST 


St. Louisans Who Have Achieved Distinction as Experts on Insanity 
and Have Testified in Famous Cases Find the 
Practice Harmful to Their Interests. | 


OES it pay an alienist to be known 
‘as a criminologist? 


Is it to his advantage, either 


financially or in point of professional rep- 
utation, to appear as an expert at crim- 
inal trials? 


Eminent St. Louis alienists say it does 
not. And their reasons are here given: 


By Dr. Ludwig Bremer: 
r4 4 HAVE found that a practicing alien- 


ist ‘thas nothing to gain from dab- 

bling -in criminology, I will never 
again appear as an expert in a criminal 
case if T can possibly avoid it. In the first 
place, an alienist need not be a criminolo- 
gist. He may have all of the knowledge nec- 
‘essary for the treatment of nervous and 
mental diseases, and yet know little 
criminology. That is a ecience in itself. 
The best alienist can only draw on his 
knowledge of mental and nervous diseases, 
and unless he has made a close study of the 
criminal on trial he may err as easily as a 
layman. If he does, his reputation suffers 
unjustly. 

“Besides, from a professional standpoint, 
the alienist who rtishes into such cases is 
injuring his chance of acquiring a desira le 
practice. Thé alienist has to do with people 
of'a peculiar mental and nervous makeup. 
Many of this class are so constituted that 
anything remotely connected with crime 
and criminals is repugnant to them. Their 
Physician is their confidant, their hope. 


“The news that he is busying himself with 
the study of criminals is a shock to their 


sensitive natures. I for one do not care 


to seek fame as a criminologist.” 


By Dr. C. H. Hughes: 
es T does not pay financially, any more 


than it does in the treatment of 

smalipox or other grave contagious 
diseases, to appear as a criminologist and 
more especially as an alienist. These cases 
all take more time and more labor than 
one is usually compensated for. Besides, 
they make a wrong impression on the pub- 
lic mind, especially when matters of in- 
sanity are concerned. 

‘*To understand insanity well a man must 
understand almost all ‘disease and its influ- 
ence on the mind. He must be a neurologist 
and something more—a medical man of 
wide and extensive knowledge of all dis-

The circumstances surrounding some of 
the later killings have | many people 
to believe that a Jack thé Ripper is at 
work in Tangipahoa—that some citizen, 
crazed by the contfMmuous reign of blood, 
has gcve into the business of murder by the 
wholesale. 

In some cases the murderers are known, 
but the state of Affairs is’ such that the 
Sheriff does not dare to arrest them. It 
is as much as his Ife is worth to attempt 
it. 

In. other cases there is no clew to the 
murderers, yet with few exceptions all of 
them have been traced directly to the feud, 
which commenced in 1885. 

Lawyers, farmers, business men and 
parish officials all have gone down before 
the deadly weapon of the midnight as- 
fassin. ; 

Tangipahoa parish is one of the largest 
in Louisiana. -It lies northwest of New Or- 
leans and touches the shore of Lake Pont- 
chartrain. The Illinois Central Railroad 
passes through it from north to south. 
The feud originated with the advent in 
the parish of Dr. Joel J, Goss and his 
brother, Dr. Lance Goss. They moved to 
the town of Tangipahoa from Columbia, 
Miss. Dr. Joel Goss first came into noto- 
riety by being charged with plotting the 
assassination of Dr. Felix Varnado, his 
rival in business and love, who was shot 
down at Osyka, Miss. Goss was tried and 
acquitted, but many people never forgave 
him. 

A negro was hung for the crime and an- 
other was sent to prison for life, but still 
the thirst of the people for vengeance was 
not satisfied. Hundreds of them believed 
that Goss was responsible for the death of 
Dr. Varnado, and from this cause sprang 
the feud. 

Soon after his appearance in Tangipahoa, 
it is said, Dr. Goss organized a body of 
citizens known as the Whitecaps. The ob- 
ject, his enemies have claimed, was to 
stir up strife. 


Sam Hyde, a prominent citizen, 
mined to break up the organization. In

secrets of its members and finally became 
their leader. Then he accomplished his

This coup gained for him the undying en- 
mity of Goss.

No man can foresee the end. There is 
no telling who the next victim will be, but 
the asgassin is abroad in Tangipahoa, and 
that he will continue to shed blood may be 
counted a certainty. 
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HALL there be a return’ to the whipping post 

as a punishment for minor offenses, with a 

view to reducing criminal expenses? This 

fis a question which ts being asked in many quar- 

ters and answered in the affirmative by many peo- 

ple. The records show that it is not the impor- 

tant criminal proceedings that involve the great- 

est outlay, but the prosecution and care of minor 
criminals. 

The subject has recently been much agitated in 
the interior of Missouri. Many believe that the 
whip is the only punishment to fit the crime of 
wife beating and many others which are now pun- 
ished by fine or imprisonment. 

It is believed, also, that the whipping post would 
act as a deterrent on the men who commit some 
Small offense in the fall in order to have a warm 
Place to Hve and pienty to eat at the county’s 
expense until gentle spring comes again. 

Three leading Judges of Chicago have declared 
themselves in favor of the whip for wife beaters. 
Judge Murray F. Tuley said, the other day: 

“I think wife beaters should be taken out and 
publicly whipped. The punishment is too danger- 
ous to be placed within the power of Justices, how- 
ever. I think wife beating should be a misde- 
meanor, to be tried by a jury in a court of rec- 
@rd. Then, if convicted, the offender should be 
Bentenced to the whipping post.”

On 
a second conviction a petty criminal should be 
sentenced to this district workhouse for six 
months. Should they refuse to work they should 
be put in solitary cornfinement—bread and water 
once a day—until they become obedient. Give them 
to understand that work is honorable. When they 
are discharged provide them with a suit and change 
of underclothing and money to pay for at least 
one night’s lodging and two days’ board, so they 
will not have to beg or steal something to eat be- 
fore they have an opportunity to get work. After 
a second conviction and sentence to the work- 
house for one year send them to the penitentiary. 
I.may be wrong in my calculations, but I believe 
50 per cent of the young men of this class can 
be reclaimed in this way. by not mixing them 
with the hardened, bad criminals, but instead teach- 
ing and forcing them into habits of industry. 


BY HENRY TROLL, SHERIFF CITY OF ST. LOUIS: 


HE cost of prosecuting and caring for minor 
T crimimal offenders is certainly very great, 
but I would not be in favor of a return to 
the whipping post either as a measure of preven- 
tion or as a means toward lessening the costs. It 
would be a step backward, a return to barbarism 
in fact. In extreme cases of wife beating and sim- 
ilar offenses it might be the most fitting punish- 
ment for the offender, but the effect on the general 
public would be so bad as to outweigh its direct 
advantages. As good results could be achieved, I[ 
ink, with the class for whom imprisonment has 
no terrors to put them to work on the street. The 
combination of work and disgrace would affect even 
the most hardened and I don’t think a man who 
had to clean the streets once and be seen by every- 
body who passed would be liable to a repetition of 
such punishment, 


BY SHERIFF A. J. GLENN, OF MACON COUNTY: 


AM opposed to establishing the whipping post 
| for those sentenced to jail, but I would favor 
changing the iaw and make it a penitentiary 
offense to steal anything of the value of $5—say, 
two years at hard labor for the first offense. That 
will keep the County Jail clear and the number 


of convicts would be no greater after the first year. 


Men steal because they are thieves and not because 
they want to get in jail. If they are caught and 
jailed for three, or six months and then turned out 
they go the rounds of the jails and finally land 
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in the penitentiary. One petty thief may steal and 
get in jail two or three times and cost the State 
several hundred dollars before he reaches the limit 
of grand larceny, but he will finally go to the peni- 
tentiary. That has been my observation. I be- 
lieve, also, that all persons committing petty lar- 
ceny should be turned over to the Street Commis- 
sioner of the county seat and required to work on 
the streets, the city paying their board and the 
county the cost of the officers. This would keep 
them in théir own class and prevent their lying 
in jail. Another thing and an important one: The 
keeper of coynty jails should make an effort to 
get good citizens to visit their jails and talk to 
the inmates. There are always parties in there 
who are susceptible to kindly advice from good 
men. 


BY SHERIFF J. W. THOMPSON, OF SHELBY COUNTY 

JAIL eentence for such as crap shooters; 
A drunkards and petty thieves is neither a pun- 

ishment nor a disgrace. That class of crinii- 
nals oftentimes commit some kind of crime in or- 
der to get winter quarters and are very expensive 
to the county.

INCE I thave been in office I have observed 
that a great many of the minor offenses are 
committed by persons for the sole purpose of 
being sent to the County Jalil, where they can be 
fed and clothed at the expense of the county and 
especially is this so In the winter months. Incar- 
ceration in a jall ts no punishment to such per- 
sons; they fo not mind it at all. It does seem to 
me that if they were admonished by 4 little cor- 
poral punishment it would have a deterring effect 
and would be productive of much good: There 
would not be so many small offenses committed 
and it would save the county a great deal of cost. 
I. don’t believe the same offender would be up for 
the second time, This may seem in 
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this enlightened day a little barbarous, but I be- 
lieve it would be productive of much good and is 
about the only remedy. 


BY SHERIFF LEE LIVINGSTON, OF BARTON COUNTY: 

RBPALLY ‘think we should fall back to the old 
| whipping post, as there are lots of young and 

middle aged men who aim to steal only just 
enough to get a jail sentence and then lie in jail 
and get fat off the county. Another thing which 
would be of great value in keeping down crime 
would be for every county to work its criminals on 
the public roads. This would be a great punish- 
ment to some of these fellows who are all the 
time seeking winter quarters inside of some fall. 
I hope sometime to see a law passed providing 
for these things. We now have a law which gives 
the County Court the right to do this, but none 
compelling it to make such an order.

I am opposed to it, because I 
think it retrogression and a relic of barbarism. I 
think in its day It emanated from cruel and arbi- 
trary minds and was coneeived in the mind of 
satan and born of an arbitrary spirit. It is devoid 
of the faintest shadow of good. But such a punish- 
ment as contemplated by the whipping post would 
give the petty criminal neither shelter, food nor 
raiment, but leave him in a worse condi¥jon, physi- 
cally and mentally, than he was before. The re- 
sult would be that he would lose ali sense of man- 
hood and take to all forma of outlawry and de- 
velop into a much worse crimipal than he was at 
the start. Many who today are forced*by hunger 
to crime would cheerfully work for their board 
and clothing if given an opportunity. If a whip- 
ping post law were pasxed it would place our Sher- 
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rassing situation and have a tendency to create 
enmity between the accused and accusers that 
might result in serious consequencees. The evil 
results would be so much greater than the good 
that it is hardly a subject for serious considera- 
tion as to what position to take. Let us try to 
ameliorate the condition of the unfortunate by wise 
and humane laws and not by driving them to des- 
peration.

Representative Parker has presented a 
remarkable bill in the House of the Ohio 
Legislature. It is entitled ‘‘An act to regz- 
ulate the granting of marriage licenses," 
The bill provides for the physical examina- 
tion of persons contemplating marriage, 
and the granting of a certificate only to 
‘those who are free from diseases named in 
the bill. 


Physicians claim that 9 per cent of the 
childrefi in idiot and insane asylums and in 
deaf and dumb institutions are the inevi- 

, table result of the marriage of men and 
women tainted with some hideous disease. 

“Tf,” says one well-known expert, ‘‘we 


*,.. Were allowed to examine people before they 
* 


marry we could discover any hereditary 
taint lurking in their blood. If we had the 
power we would prohibit people so afflicted 
from visiting a curse upon thelr offspring. 
What would be the result? There would be 
many less children to be cared for in public 
institutions, and the human race would be 
benefited and improved mentally, morally 
and physically.” 

Others doctors declare that such a law 
would materially affect the divorce ques- 
tion, as healthy people who love one an- 
other are bound to be happy together. Nay, 
more—they hold out the alluring prospect 
that after a few years there will be no more 
murders, no more prisons, no more insane 
asylufs, no more consumption, no cancer, 
no fits. Indigestion, headache, blindn:ss, 
deafness, rheumatism and all the other mal- 
adies that flesh is heir to will vanish like 
the ugly shadows of the night before the 
rising mists of morning. 

But better than all this is the prophecy 
that with such a law there will be no doc- 
tors in the next generation. 

These medical scientists who are urging 
immediate action in this matter are by no 
means fledglings. All are of experience and 
standing in their profession. Of the five 
phyricians 3 selected by the World to 
Speak on this subject some are married, 
some single, all well-known and capable. 

Here is what this crusade against Cupid 
means: 

Suppose you, YOUNRE man; wish to marry 
your sweetheart. In place of going to the 
mimister or to a Justice you will go to the 
office of a specially appointed State phy- 
@iclan. You will provide yourself with a 
@ertificate from your family physician, or 
Grom the clergyman whose church you at- 
@end, stating that you are known to be of 
good morals and that your family is not 
Bnown to be consumptive, cancerous or in- 
Sane. Your sweetheart must be likewise 

provided with a certificate of morals and 
_- health, ' 

The State physician, after. looking over 
your “character,” will proceed to give you a 
thorough, rigid mental and physical exam- 
imation, He will sound your heart and your 
brain, thump your- lungs, test your lungs 
@nd pinch your muscles. If he discovers 
that you and your sweetheart are free from 
@aneer, consumption, heart disease, insani- 
4y, dipsomania, hydrophobia and elephan- 
tiasis he will give you a certificate of mar- 
Fiage and you are then legally man and 
Sife, However, if you wish to be married 
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again by a cl rgyman that is your own ef- 
fair. But a marriage by a clergyman with- 
out a previous examination by a State phy- 
sician will be legally null and void. 

Physicians freely admit that the adoption 
of such a law would at first naturally lead 
to an increase of illegal marriages, But 
they argue that the better classes would 
uphold and maintain the scientific mar- 
riage, and that after a few years the most 
ignorant would come to see that the meas- 
ure had been established for their benefit 
and that of all mankind. 

Dr. Carleton Simon, well known as a light 
in the field of reurology and anthropology, 
and who has made several scientific discov- 
erjes of interest to medical men, said: 


“I believe this to be a law which should 
at once be adopted in every State, and that 
it is of more vital imnortance than is ap- 
parent at first sight. Medical history has 
shown that all defects in any of our five 
senses can be transmitted. It does not mat- 
ter whether the defeat is on the paternal or 
maternal side. It is there shown that even 
deafness, dumbness and blindness can be 
and are transmitted from one generation to 
another. I remember distinctly of a:family 
in this city where the father had color- 
blindness and three of his daughters have 
inherited the same condition. 


“All our mental faculties, be they weak 
or strong, are due primarily to inheritanee,. 
and thus we are not alone the result of our 
ancestors, but are living monuments of pre- 
vious vice or piety. In this way does conr- 
Stant evolution or degeneracy result from 
our lineage, and it only becomes in tiie 
course of time a question of the survival ef 
the fittest. Statisticians have established 
the fact that one-quarter of all insanity ‘s 
due to inherited tendencies alone. Taking 
this law strictly as applying to physical 
conditions, without reference to its direct 
effect upon the mentality of offspring, it 
should prevent the intermarriage of persons 
having any syphilitic taint, consumption, 
incapacity for conception of children. and 
persons closely related. I would inelude in 
the law the intermarriage of inebriates, 
criminals, idiots and the blind, deaf and 
dumb.”’ 

Dr. Mary Elizabeth Nutt, whose name is 
familiar to readers of scientific magazines, 
gave this opinion: “I heartily approve of the 
proposed scientific marriage law, and I know 
of dozens of people who have been married 
ona scientific bas's with gratifying results 
to themselves. There is no better solution to 
be fouhd for the divorce problem, and for 
the question of weeding out_ criminals, 
drunkards and other vicious people than the 
operation of the proposed law. Everybody 
would bead longer and healthier Jives, and 
thus be more free from pain, if the giving in 
marriage were conducted as it ought to be. 

“Of course the practical operation of this 
law among the people universally would not 
be perfect at first, but it would serve to open 
the eyes of the people to a realization of the 
fact that happiness may be the sure reward 
of judicious matrimony.”’ 

Dr. Edward B, Foote, a medical writer of 
recognized authority, said: “The scientifie 
marriage law is one of the best laws that 
could be devised for the building up of the 
human race. Dipsomania and insanity, 
when they once take firm root, can never 
be entirely cured, and the only remedy by 
Which mankind can rid itself of these curses 
is tO weed them out gradually by pronhibit- 
Ing the marriage of people in whose families 
they exist. Consumption, heart disease, 
cancer of the womb or of the stomach 
should be sufficient causes for the prohibi- 
tion of their marriage. A person who is 
constitutionally weak should not be al- 
lowed to marry either, but I do not think 
that many forms of deafness and blindness 
should be a prohibition. 

“There is no dovht that the operation of 
this law would result in longer and happier 
lives and fewer divorees, while the number 
of hospitals,. ireane asylums, prisons and 
other such | na would be rapidly re- 
duced.”

S man-hunters Israel Florey and his two dogs, Rattler and 
Topsy, have a reputation which is as big as the State of 
lilinois and laps over somewhat onto neighboring States.

escape on a horse or in a carriage. In this case Topsy has 4

marks. Topsey takes up the trail of the horse and follows 
it until such a time as Rattler gives tongue and an- 
nounces that their victim has tried pedestrianism. 

When a guilty man is hunted down by the dogs the ef- 
fect on him is*peculiar. He may be a man of nerve and 
prepared to face human accusers, but there is something 
so uncanny about these relentless, unbribable, disinterest- 
ed machine-like detectives that he usually weakens and 
confesses. : 

It must not be understood that the dogs are the whole 
thing. Israel Florey is too !mportant a part of the com- 
bination to be overlooked. As manager-in-chief his serv- 
ices could not well be dispensed with. In hunting a cramn- 

inal with bloodhounds it is of vital 
consequence to start right and the in- 
dividual who directs this part of the 
programme must have a cool head, 
sound judgment and a knowledge both 
of bloodhounds and criminals, Pre- 
vious good character has no weight 
with the dogs and they would follow 
the trail of the village preachers with 
as much fidelity as.they would that of 
a person who had \stolen sheep from 
his youth up. It is no concern of 
theirs whether the person they are pur- 
suing is guilty or innocent. Their 
business, solely, is when started on a 
trail to follow it until they find the 
man who made it. Therefore, to avoid 
embarrassing mistakes and still more 
embarrassing lawsuits the starter 
must use care and: judgment. 

If a burglary has been committed, 
and the dogs can be shown a rag of 
the thief’s clothing, a footprint which 
he made, a tool handled by him or a 
window sill over which he crawled in 
entering the building, they are ready 
to hunt the trail to the end. After 
getting the scent the dogs nose around 
until the trail is found, and then give 
tongue to deep-toned baying. 

“Get the nigger,’’ says their master, 
and the hunt begins. The dogs hunt in 
harness. Their master controls them 
with cords 15 feet long. If the trail is 
fresh and the ground not too dry, the 
dogs take the scent from the air, and 
the master is led a merry chase with 
the hounds pulling.him like a team of 
horses. If the trail is old it is nosed 
out step by step and the pace is much 
slower. ' . 

Israel Florey served an apprentice- 
ship with Uncle Sam in Southwestern 
Missouri. It was also while pursuing 
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counterfeiters, postoffice thieves and violators of the revenue 
laws that he learned the value of bloodhounds. He returned 
from Missouri to Decatur and settled down to his trade of ma- 
chinist. Within two years a half dozen murders occurred in 
and about Decatur without a clew to the murderers. A number 
of robberies, equally mysterious, were committed during the 
same time. It occurred to Florey that the mystery surrounding 
these crimes, while baffling the officers, was of a kind that the 
nose of a bloodhound could unravel without much difficulty. 
Accordingly he bought the pair which he now has. He visited 
a number of the best kennels in the country before he found 
hounds bred up to his ideas of the proper standard. Rattler was 
his first purchase. He was only a few weeks old, but his kin- 
dergarten instructions began at once. Topsy is younger and 
having the advantage of*Rattler’s society and experience, her 
education was not nearly so difficult. The dogs are put through 
their paces as regularly as a trotting horse is exercised.

Fifteen millions of bushels of wheat! The 
mere words do not convey the immensity 
or importance of Mr. Leiter's speculative 
venture, Never before has one man, or any 
combination of speculators, held such an 
enormous amount of the bread grain in con- 
trol. Seventy millions of people are directly

The 20,000 persons 
who starved to death in India last year 
could have been kept alive for weeks by 
the judicious distribution of bread made 
from this big accumulation that represents 
Mr. Leiter’s speculation.

This silicate fiber 
is used for a great many purposes, but 
principally as a wrapper for steam, hot and 
ccld air and conduit pipes. 

The great: drawback to silicate fiber has 
been that it contained a per cent of suf” 
phur. Sulphur beng a very unstable ele- 
ment is subject to oxidation by atmospherie 
influences, and causes the fiber to disinte- 
grate. It will settle and shrink in course 
of time, and also causes pipes around 
which it is placed to corrode.

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MURDER IS 
UNPROFITABLE 


Crimes Committed for Money Which 
Yielded Miserable Returns. 


TATISTICS prove that crime is un- 
profitable from a financial standpoint, 
and the least profitable of all is mur- 
wherein there is the greater risk of 
detection and punishment. 

Selecting nine comparatively recent local 
murders as a basis of demonstration—mur- 
ders where‘robbery was the motive—a care- 
ful analysis shows an aggregate financial 
return of $254.05. In four of the nine cases 
under consideration the-murderous robber 
got nothing. In one case he secured $100, 
the maximum yield of the group. In an- 
other instance the dead victim recompensed 
his slayer with only 5 cents. Included in 
the total of $254.0 is an -estimate of $75 as 
the value of a gold watch, which was taken 
from one of the victims. The balance of 
the paltry. blood-stained yield was cash. 
On an average, the nine murders each 
yielded $28.22 7-9, or to state it more point- 
edly the seale, per human life, is $28.22 7-9 

Waiving the moral phase, the figures 
quoted herein which are taken from the 
records on file at the Four Courts, it is at 
once apparent that the taking of life for 
money is a failure. It is more uncertain 
than a lottery or other game of chance. 
And the risk! 

Even the common, cheap thief who robs 
coal bins and hen roosts can show a higher 
average of financial gain than the more 
desperate thief who commits murder.

He consulted his appetite with more care and took more exercise, He 
tried in every way to forget that he was eating goose. 

Rose took good care to see that every goose was up to the full weight 
and it is probable that the net goosefiesh eaten by Wurz every day was 


fully eight pounds. 


What makes it all the more remarkable is that Wurz weighs only

LONDON, Feb. 12.—England is fast drift- 
ing to a crisis in several parts of the world, 
especially in the far East and in Africa. 

Sir Charles Silke gave his views of the 
Eastern situation briefly tu the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent last evening in the 


House of Commons lobby. 

“T cannot say the lull in the far Eastern 
crisis brings any sense of security,’ he 
said. “Those interests which England 
represents are safer than they were. Lord 
Salisbury, having given up the Ta-lien-wan 
demand and dropped the loan question, he 
has presumably fallen back on his original 
policy of opening the Yangstekiang Vailey 
and Chinese ports to the world’s trade, a 
policy which he should never have changed, 
as it was the strongest England could 
have adopted, 

“By having tentatively taken up an al- 
ternative policy, his hands are now weak- 
ened in returning to his original line. Of 
course, if he even now pursues it reso- 
lutely without faltering, he will have the 
British feeling at his back and can doubt- 
iess bring {it to. a successful issue. But 
will Lord Salisbury maintain a firm atti- 
tude? Ah! that is more than I should 
venture to say. Wecan only hope so.” 

This disbelief in Lord Salisbury’s strength 
is now universal, even among his own fol- 
lowers. They realize that his vacillation 
has given a series of diplomatic triumphs 
to his continental rivals. They openly de- 
plore his infirmity of purpose and fear some 
time that the criticism to which he is 
now being subjected may drive him into the

Discipline and party loyalty, however, is 
so ingrained in the Tory party that none 
dare Say in Parliament what they are. all 
saying in the lobbies.

France is 
calmly overriding all the acknowledged 
rules of the game of grab in which both 
countries are engaged in Hinterland, of the 
gold coast and the Upper Congo. 

Chamberlain confronts them boldly at 
every step, and the Tories are pointing to 
him as the Minister who really knows his 
own mind and deals with Engiand’s rivals 
in a proper spirit. Unless France abates 
her claims in that region trouble is certain, 
as Cnamberlain has plainly defined the ir- 
reducible minimum of England’s demands. 

Under-Secretary Curzon is now recognized 
as being as abject a fallure as his chief, 
Salisbury, and if Salisbury gives up the 
foreizn office, Curzon, so far. from having 
prospect of succession, will also be moved 
to some other department. 

The latest gossip in Tory circles points to 
Lord Cromer, the British representative in 
Egypt, as being brought home to succeed 
Salisbury at the foreign office, Salisbury

The Bright Little Woman Who Has Seen Much of Society Describes the Singing of the Great Plancon, 
the Amazement of Mr. Porteous and the Costumes of the Ladies. 


Club concert at the Fourteenth Street 
Theater Tuesday evening. 

You didn’t hear the Apollo Club concert? 
Well, Heaven pity you! It is Plancon, my 
dear—Plancon whom you have missed, and 
not the Apollo Club concert. To be sure, 
the club sang superbly, but then they al- 
Ways sing that way. They are excellent, 
but they are so distressingly ladylike. Of 
course I shouldn’t care to see them or hear 
them were they less well-drilled, but I— 
well, I certainly should like to hear them 
sing, “O, Won’t You Come and Play Wees 
Me!’’

ROME, Feb. 12.—Strange indeed is the ca- 
‘reer of the remarkable woman, the Count- 
ess of St. Arnand, against whom the Vati- 
ean has considered it necessary to issue a 
warning; which the members of the en- 


"| tourage of the Pope desire to be circulated 


far and wide. 

Fifty years of age, with exceedingly aquil- 
ine features and deep-set eyes, this daugh- 
ter of one of the numerous ex-sovereigns 
of Eurvpe has in her veins the blood both 
of the Imperial Austrian house of Haps- 
burg «and of the royal French house of 
Bourbon, and yet is branded to-day with 
the ban of the Roman Catholic church, and 
with the stigma of the penitentiary, hav- 
ing just completed a term of two years pen- 


@l servitude for swindling. 

Formerly she was one of the most con- 
spicuous leaders of what is known as the 
“Black Society’’ of Rome—that is to say,

pose of contributing toward the liberation 
of the Holy Father from the dungeons of 
the Vatican. 

It may be added that according to the 
Story of the Countess, the Pope has a fel- 
low prisoner who is asserted to be no other 
than the long missing Archduke John of 
Austria, who vanished in such a mysterious 
manner a number of years ago, and who 
was renowned for his advanced and radical 
views in matters religious, as well as politi- 
cal, and who was a ¢@etermined foe of the 
Jesuits.

EW ENACTMENT ASKED. 


Report to the Governor Also Asks That 
the Pay of Election Officers 
Be Increased. 


— 


and voluminous report, 
made yesterday by the Board of Election 
Commissioners to the Governor and tne 
Mayor, attention is called to the strength 
and the weakness of the new law governing 
elections in this city. 

The board regrets, among 
that the baliot is not secret, 
voter ig easily betrayed in the precinct 
where he votes. The four judges, 
clerks and four watchers are able to see 
the ballots as they are counted. Heretofore 
the watchers have not been required to be 
sworn, but hereafter the board proposes to 
exact an oath of secrecy from them. Even 
that will not protect the voter when the 
question of a contest Is being determined, 
for the State Constitution requires eaca 
ballot to be numbered, while the statutes 
require the number to appear on the poll- 

) . 

ag hoard suggests, therefore, that the 
next Legislature appoint a committee to 
determine how the ballot can be made 
secret. In Ohio the election officers burn 
the ballots as soon as the count is mae 
and the returns signed in the precincts. In 
New York the ballot has no mark wnhat- 
ever to identify it. 

It is further suggested by the board that 
the pay of election officers is too small 
and that both judges and clerks should re- 
ceive $> a day, in order that willing and 
compétent service may be obtained. The 
cost of elections in St. Louis is smaller 
than that of any other of the six great 
cities, except Philadelphia, which bas a 
cheap and clumsy system of registration. 
Boston's expense has been $1.57 more per 
voter than that of St. Louis; New York’s, 
8 cents a voter more; Brooklyn's, 31 cents 
a voter more; Baltimore’s, 9 cents more, 
and Chicago 11 cents more... Boston has 
the most expensive system of elections in 
this country. 

In St. Louis the board has conducted 
three elections since its organization, the 
tctal registration for the three being 373,125. 
From Sept. 1, 1895, to April 1, 1898, the board 
will have spent $239,908, the three elections 
together thus having cost the city 64 cents 
or each registered vote. At the November 
896, election Boston hag 96,746 registere 
voters and the cost was $214,216, or $2.21 for 
each registered voter. Brooklyn, at the 
Same clection, had 207,217 voters, with a 
cost of $204,843, or 95 cents per registered 
voter. New York City had 330,619 registered 
voters, with a cost of $512,000, or $1.50 per 
voter. Chicago had 380,245 voters, with a 
cost of $288,281, or 75 cents a voter. Bal- 
timore spent $162,182 on its last two elec- 
tions, with 224,208 voters, or 73 cents a voter. 

The Board holds the present law inef- 
fectual to compel the ‘Municipal Assembly 
to equalize and redistrict the wards every 
five years, and it recommends that the Leg- 
islature pass a law providing that whenever 
the Municipal Assembly shall fail to estab- 
lish the ward lines within 6days after the 
time prescribed by the charter, the Board 
‘of Election Commissioners shall do the 
ve and announce the result. within 30 
days. ; 

An amendment to the law is asked re- 
moving the requirement that judges and 
clerks of election shall live or have a place 
of business in the precincts where they 
officiate. The board,thinks it should have 
the power to choose its election officers 
from any ward in the city to serve any- 
where and declares it as a broad proposi- 
tion that “an intelliggnt, courageous elec- 
tion officer, knowing nothing whatever of 
a precinct except the boundary lines on the 
map before him, will do better work than 
« man thoroughly informed about the pre- 
‘cinct who is not intelligent. 

Under the head of “Repeating and Coloni- 
gation,”’ the board holds ‘that ‘“‘men will 
bargain for the service of bands of re- 
peaters at the primaries of both parties 
who will not in any way violate the law 
at a regular election, because the repeater 
captains feel confident that offenses at pri- 
mary elections will not be prosecuted so 
vigorously, if at all, as those against the 
regular election law. 

“As a remedy it is suggested that an earn- 
est, active committee of citizens, formed 
to keep the next election primaries in St. 
Louis clean by employing a few intelligent 
men to watch the polls, get evidence 
against fraudulent voters and submit it to 
the State prosecuting officers could frue- 
trate the plans that are now being laid.” 

The new primary election law is found ‘to 
be entirely ineffective, and the board sug- 
gests that representatives of both parties 
agree upon a law providing for both pri- 
mary elections to be held at the same time, 
in the same place, by election officers, rep- 
resenting each delegation recommended to 
the Board of Ejlection Commissioners. A 
voter could not then vote more than once 
without becoming a repeater. Meanwhile 
the Commissioners ‘have determined that 
no filing fees will be returned, and after 
a delegation has been once filed its fee will 
go into the primary fund to stay. The dele- 
gation may be withdrawn, but tho money 
néver. 

A number of statistical tables and of 
ward and precinct maps add interest and 
ermanent value to this report of the

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 12.—The lives 
and liberties of 68 men rest with 12 plain 
and serious citizens of Luzerne County. 
Since courts of law took on their formality, 
since set and steadfast rules were made for 
trying of human beings for taking the lives 
of their fellows, there has never been 4 


parallel to this, towards which the eyes of 


the nation are directed. 

The charge against Sheriff Martin and his 
deputies is murder. In the space of 33 sec- 
onds they killed 19 fleeing miners and 
wounded 38 others. 

It will require 33 days at least to fix the 
responsibility for this killing. It may take 
longer. And until it ends the future of the 
Sherjff and his assistants, the 68 men, is 
in the keeping of 12. 

Those who are accused are men of*edu- 
cation, or influence, for the most part. They 
have considerable incomes. Many are grad- 
uates of colleges. A dozen or more are rela- 
tives of the rich coal operators. The jury 
is made up of laborers, mechanics, clerks, 
small manufacturers, and one farmer; the 
majority of them are poor; not one is rich, 
even according to the Wilkesbarre stand- 
ard 


This trial shows the extraordinary poss!- 
bilities of the jury system. It exemplifies 
the enormous power vested in twelve men. 
Probably no civilized law has seen a dozen 
nien placed in control of the lives and lib- 
erties of so many since the French Revolu- 
tion, when the awful Committee of Public 
Safety condemned at its will. 

But the proceedings about Martin and his 
deputies are according to law. ‘They fol- 
low the set rules which the State has get 
up for its own protection and that of its 
citizens. The accused are defended by abie 
counsel, who are throwing up a fortifica- 
tion of evidence, skill, the strategy of legal 
attack and retreat. 

The 68 are accused of murder, of killing 
their fellow-men. They may go to the gal- 
lows. They may feel the black cap, the 
hemp knot, which burns like a ring of fire; 
the black annihilation of an infamous 
death. They may enter a prison whose 
bars shall confine them ror years. Or they 
may go scot free. 

It all rests with the 12 men, the round 
dozen of sober, serious men, who are lis- 
tening day after day to the stories told by 
the bullet-headed, heavy-faced, toil-scarred 
miners, “ 

Some of the accused men are innocent, 
beyond doubt. They should never have been 
indicted. There are among these deputies 
men who threw down their guns, declaring 
that they would not shoot unarmed human 
beings.. But guilty and innocent were alike 
indicted, and the innocent must prove that 
they ‘took no part in the slaughter. And 
the jury must determine whether or not the 
proof is worthy of belief'and weight.

“the Engilish-speakers have been the prin- 
cipal sufferers from the importation of the 
foreigners, and their hatred is very great. 
But their humanity erceeded their hatred. 

The deputies under ‘Indictment are in no 
very, great danger. Many of them should 
not have been indicted at all. The innocent 
and the guilfy are placed on trial together 
in the hope that those who threw down 
their guns will save those who killed. 

The coal companieS are protecting the 
deputies. They have employed counsel to 
defend them. They are paying all the ex- 
penses of the trial. Should it happen that 
any of them are convicted and sent to jail, 
the companies will look after their families. 

The dominance of the men who make up 
the coal companies cannot be grasped by 
anyone who has not been in Luzerne 
County. The barons o almost every- 
thing. Their social influe 
They are the leaders in everything, There 
is no branch of business which they cannot 
influence. They hav@ the power of me- 
diaeval barons. 

When these men were placed on trial I 
do not believe that there was one of them 
who had the slightest anxiety over the out- 
come. Even now the majority of the depu- 
ties look upon the triai,as a hore. Half or 
the timé they are asleep. They feel abso- 
lute confidence in their position. 

These young college-bred men, boys not 
yet old enough to enter colleges, sons of 
ministers, mine workers, clerks, engineers 
all act as if they had the right to shoot 
down human beings when they happened to 
be striking miners speaking a_ foreign 
tongue, 

If you listen to the deputies talk you 
would think they believed that, had the 
foreign, miners been permitted to march on 
that peaceful erran to persuade other 
workers to quit work, a revolution with a 
reign of terror would come again. For to 
the more educated and refined people, these 
foreign miners are sans-culottes, believin 
in “‘the sacred right of insurrection” an 
ready to rule or ruin. 

The well-dressed, well-groomed, prosper- 
ous deputies cannot believe that these for- 
eign-speaking miners, living in houses. as 
black as the mines, eating fat bacon, drink- 
ing horrible whisky, which leads to murder- 
ing each other, deserve consideration when 
they mse against constituted authorities, 
the same authorities being the coal oper- 
ators. 

The lives of these quarreling, carousing 
workers have no sacredness. They have no 
rights which sworn deputies are bound to 
respect when they refuse to obey remark- 
able orders or even want to

And then the position of the accused be- 
comes more and more uncertain. The state- 
ment that .these 12 hold in their hands the 
lives of 68 men becomes pregnant with 
meaning. 

The accused deputies occupy five rows on 
the Judze’s left side, just beyond the rail- 
ing. The first two rows look like a dele- 
gation from a college, and indeed nearly all 
of them have had a college expeMence of 
varying length. They are mostly young, 
smooth-faced men, with hair parted care- 
fully in the middle, with fashionable neck- 
wear and clothes fashionably cut. They 
have the clean, bright, well-groomed air 
that colleges impart with other things. 

These young men were among the slay- 
ers They were among those who ehot at 
fleeing strikers and shot to kill. Many of 
them ,are relations of coal operators. hey 
were educated especially for work in con- 
nection with the mines. The colleries need 
many civil and mechanical engineers. 


James Martin was a mine boss before he 
was elected Sheriff, and he must look to the 
coal operators for his livelihood when his 
term <r He ts backed by e enorm- 
ous Wealth and influence of the coal oper- 
ators. They are paying for his defense. 

At the first glance Martin looks like a 
fighting man and a strong one. This its 
due to his lower jaw. I think that {f Martin 
was thrown into a room and told to fight 
he would furnish a bitter struggle. 

Close study of his face does not bear out 
the first impression. His mouth fs weak. 
His eyes are not clear and steady. There is 
a certain shiftiessness about them that sug- 

ests irresolution. I should believe that he 
acks moral courage. There is no real force 
in the man, although there ts obstinaty 
which is an entirely different thing. Ha: 
he had confidence in himself and a desire

COMISKEY AND MIKE KELLY. 


How the Clubs They Belonged to Never 
Played Real Ball After Their 
Departure 


~ While in ali other League cities the busy 
hum of preparation ig heard in the way of 
getting players ready and selecting train- 
ing grounds, all is quiet in St. Louls and 
thé only thing talked about much in local 
baseball circles this week was the deten- 
tion of Von der Ahe in Pittsburg. True, 
Tim Hurst, who is to manage the Browns, 
was here, but owing to Von der Ahe’s ab- 
sence he could do but little but sign his 
contract and leave for home. Tim will visit 
Chicago, New York ana other cities be- 
tween now and March and may pick up 
a player before his return here on that 
date. If he gould get Tommy Tucker, Jim- 
my Ryan afid two or three otHer alleged 
hag beens St. Louis would be giad to get 
them, and with the timber already on 
hand he would be able to surprise some 
people who don't think Tim has more of 
@ chance with the St. Louis nine than the 
roverbial snowball, Tim will be back on 

arch and two days later he will take 
ay St. Louis team to West Badén Springs, 
Ind. They will stdy there until March 28, 
when they are due hére to play the Min- 
neapolis Club a series of three games. Af- 
ter the Minneapolis, the Milwaukee and 
other minor league clubs will come here 
and play exhibition games with the Browhs 
up te the opening of the regular League 
season on April 15. 


The retirement of Anson this week calls 
up recollections of the Chicago team of 1886, 
which was perhaps the greatest thimg in the 
baseball line that ever came down the 
pike. Nearly every man of that lot was a 
clever baserunner, They were fine batsmen 
and turned every trick known to the game. 
Mike Kelly was the star attraction of An- 
son's brigade. He made a demand for more 
salary during the fall of 1886. This Anson 
would not listen to, lieving that he coull 
turn out winning pl@yers from the minor 
leagues. Anson gave it out that he would 
sell any man on his champion team. The 
captain had purchased President Hurlburt’s 
stock and v@s receiving a fancy salary. 
Mike Kelly was anx!ous to captain a team 
and about every club outside of Chicago 
was willing to pay the ‘‘king’”’ bie money. 
The Boston club put up $10,000 for his re- 
lease. Thig was a death blow to the Chi- 
cago club, so far as winning pennants went. 
Detroit pulled off the flag the next season. 
Anson was not discouraged, however, and 
allowed his great pitcher, John Clarkson, 
to go to Boston for $10,000, “ 


Anson imagined that he could get along 
without Kelly, Clarkson or anyone else for 
that matter, and some went so far as to 
say he considered himself the whole thing. 
But with the departure of Kelly and 
Clarkson disappeared the club’s winning 
qualities. At all events, they never cap- 
tured the flag after 1886. 

When Kelly went from the White Stock- 
ings their luck and winning capacity dis- 
appeared, just as the luck and skill of the 
St. Louis Browns went when Comiskey 
left them to go to Cincinnati. As in the 
case of Kelly, the St. Louis management 
thought Comiskey would not be missed, 
but he was.- After his departure from 8t. 
Louis indeed the Browns never made even 
& respectable showing in the race for the 
pennant, Before his departure they were 
always in the hunt, 


There was ohe good thing about Anson 
from the players’ standpoint. He always 
put his men jn the best hotels and rode 
them whereve? they went in carriages. In 
this connection ohne of the trips he made 
to Pittsburg and Louisville is worth re- 
lating. At Pittsburg the Chicago players 
stopped at the Allegheny House and at 
Louisville at the Louisville Hotel. On ar- 
riving at Pittsburg the team insisted on 
having a "bus to the hotel. Anson growled 
a little, but finally took a seat with the 
others. ‘‘All aboard!” shouted the driver, 
as the platform man closed the door at 
the rear of the vehicle. Then followed a 
ride of 60 feet, by actual measurement, 
across the street, where thé ‘bus was 
backed up and the attendant. shouted: 
“Allegheny House. All out!’’ The players 


at the old man’s expense as he reluctantly 
aid the bill.
